'| To the Editor of The New Vork Times: 


I note that all scientists, except Chris- 
tian Scientists, are agreed that the cause 
of earthquakes is a slipping or fracturing 
of rock strata. I beg to differ with them 
and submit the following, which I think 
}more clearly explains all the character- 
listic movements of an earthquake. 4 

1. The source of the shock (as deter- 
|}mined by drawing lines perpendicular to 
| the fractures in buildings, &c., caused by 
|} earthquakes) has been shown to be at a 
| depth exceeding fifteen miles. A series of 
| such tines plotted to scale and drawn to 
| their intersection shows approximately the 
focus of the vibrations. At a depth of 15 
miles, or, say, 80,000 feet, the temper- 
| ature should be 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit, if | 
we allow an increase of 1 degree for each 
80 feet. At that temperature all rocks 
would be rendered plastic and not Hable 
to fracture the same as cold material at 
the surface.- If we assume an average 
specific gravity of 3 to that depth, then 
the pressure would oe 52.8 tons per square 
inch, equal and in all directions.

Last night the excitement increased. **As we stood 
watching the.mountain; from our house I suddenly 
saw an enormous red eye, as large:as the sun’appears 
to us, open in'the side‘near:the:top. Out of this a 
stream of fire began’ to-pour,‘and all night“long it 
was streaming down further and further, causing 
Vesuvius and the plain:to glow’in a brilliant; ‘rosy 
light.

This. morning: every one who can get away front 
Torre Annunziata has gone.

I went into a lovely and peaceful garden yester- 
day.,, To-day it is filled with lava.

Trees were 
Standing in. the~midst of this devastating stream’ 
still green at the top, though dead at thé root. A 
lovely pale-pink almond tree in full flower grew ‘on 
the bank just in the path of the approaching horror, 
I wondered how long it would be before it, too, would 
be. engulfed. . This morning I saw some boats near 
the shore of the bay, that shore where Pliny died*in 
the eruption of the year 79. They were filled. with 
women and children and household belongings. ‘A 
man on shore was towing them with a rope.” “These, 
too, were outcasts looking for.a resting place. 

Later—The column of rolling smoke from Vesuvius 
now rises 20,000 feet or more, certainly ‘more ‘than 
four times the height of the mountain. -The railway 
station, opposite which I liye, pours: forth ‘its thou- 
sands of fugitives, with clothing, bedding, bags, &c. 
Where can they: be harbored in-a city already full:to 
overflowing? Prisoners are now coming out,’in twos * 
and threes, tied together and guarded by many. care 
binieres; a blessed change from prison to sunlight, 
from certain death to blessed safety.

RUSSELS,: Belgium, April 20.—Prince Victor 
Napoleon, head of the Bonapartes and Pre- 
tender to the French throne, is about to reveal 
himself in the light-of an author. The Prince 
recently finished his book on Napoleon at Elba 
and St. Helena, which he has been preparing 

for some years, 

The material for this latest account of the last 
phase in the great Corsican’s career has been derived 
to a great extent from the family papers in the 
Prince’s archives. Among these documents are auto- 
graph letters from Napoleon’ to various members of 
his family relative to his first and second abdication, 
letters to the Countess Walewska on the same sub- 
ject, and letters to Murat written in 1814 and dealing 
with momentous questions of the day. 

The most interesting chapter, undoubtedly, of 
Prince Victor’s book is the one devoted to Mme. 
Walewska. In this first chapter, which was the 
Prince’s initial literary effort, recently printed for 
private circulation, is reconstructed one of the most 
romantic sidelights of Napoleon’s career. Prince 
Victor shows convincingly, with the help of auto- 
graph letters, that Mme. Walewska exercised her 
influence over Napoleon in matters of state from 
1807, the date of their first meeting, down to’ 1815:

Land Boom in Egypt and 
the Law of Pre-emption 


CORRESPONDENT writes from Cairo that 
Egypt is being visited by the greatest land 
boom known :to her existence. During the 
past few months a feverish exchange of own- 
ership in land has taken place, which has 
resulted in increased’ litigation, owing to 
the fact that the land agencies which have heen 
moct active were unacquainted with the Moslem law 
of pre-emption. An effort is now making to have 
the law abrogated. e 

The law in question was originally enacted for the 
protection of harems. It laid down that the proprietor 
of an estate which adjoined another on two es had 
the first refusal of the latter land in casé ifts-owner 
wanted to sell it. For some years, how€ver, the 
moral effect designed by the law has been somewhat 
blunted. by the increase of civilization, and Moslem 
women in the harems have been subjected to the in- 
solent gaze of new-comers who have purchased the 
adoining property without first ylelding the right to 
the lords and masters of the harems to acquire it. 
For .a time this was ignored with characteristic 
Moslem indifference. But it is no longer so. No 
sooner is an important site or an estate sold than 
some obscure neighbor arises and claims, by his 
right .of pre-emption, that the contract should be 
annulled and the land handed over to him at the 
contract price. Recently it has been discovered that 
these claimants were frequently inspired by rival 
land agencies. 

Not long ago the Mena House Hotel was pur- 
chased by a Cairo syndicate. A native doctor, whose 
house and garden adjoined the property, put In a 
claim for pre-emption. The syndicate accused him 
of being merely the creature of a rival agency, and 
as he could not prove that it was his intention to run 
the hotel himself after he had acquired it, he was 
non-suited. 

Cairo and Alexandria papers are filled with ad- 
vertisements of real estate sales, and it is reported 
on good authority that one of the new foreign agen- 
cles recently netted 100 per cent. in a deal which 
went into five figures of Egyptian pounds. 
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Influence of Socialism

organization which surprised the world and 
even itself in September, 1904, by its power to 
interrupt business throughout the Peninsula. He ad- 
mits, however, that on matters of practical policy 
Political Socialism proper is still split up in little 
groups—revolutionaries, reformers, syndacalisti— 
wrangling together without effecting any result. 

Signor Lauria looks upon the spread of Christian 
Socialism in Italy as the work of the Church in at- 
tempting to curb the extension of political Socialism, 
Christian Socialists, he declares, are in reality the 
allies of capitalists and it.is from them that employ- 
ers draw strike breakers to replace the strikers called 
out by. political Socialism for one reason or another. 
He concludes that at present the whole intellectual 
activity of each socialistic-camp is’drained by the 
effort.to produce. propagandist literature and that 
only now and then do we hear of some compilation 
of real economic value or some critical work on the 
enormities and deficiencies in‘the law on labor con- 
tracts. 

If, however, he. pursues, the direct practical in- 
fluence of, Italian Socialism is dispersed, or tanta- 
mount to nothing, it cannot be'denled that it exer- 
cises a perceptible indirect influence on politics. The 
implacable denunciations with-which Socialists have 
scourged the shame and the ineptitude.of the adminis- 
tration could not fail, sooner or later, to arouse those 
who govern from secular torpor, and drive them to 
carry out some beneficial reforms. It was thus that 
the vehement criticisms of Socialist prophets on the 
recent murder of Granmichele in Sicily drew the 
attention of the Government to the tragic acuteness 
assumed by the conflict of classes in the south, and 
to the necessity for placing a curb on the exactions 
and oppressions due to the ruthless greed and avarice 
of the bourgeoisie. The revelations of comfortless 
poverty afflicting the Calabrians, which stood out in 
all its distressing barrenness during the recent earth- 
quakes, and the cry of horror that went up from the 
Socialists at the clumsiness of the Government over 
the work of relief, have made very sensibly felt how 
necessary it-.is that the administration of home 
affairs should make large provisions for the miserable 
condition of those districts,

»T the time the Algeciras Conference termi- 
nated, nothing was said about the adhesion 
by the Shereefian Government to the agree- 
ment, for it had early transpired in the Con- 
ference that the Moorish delegates had. not 
been sufficiently empowered by the Sultan 

of Morocco, Moulai Abd-el Aziz XIV., to affix thelr 
Signatures. It devolved upon the King of Spain to 
communicate the result of the Conference to his 
Shereefian Majesty. 

Although the communication has long since been 
made, there are reports from Feg and Tangier that 
the Sultan with thé euphonious name is not disposed 
to accept the findings of the International Confer- 
ence at Algeciras; but whether his reluctance is due 
to his own independent spirit or to dictation from 
Wilhelmstrasse is not stated. Should -he persist in 
his refusal to sign, it-is not unlikely that activity on 
the part of the Moorish. Pretender and his Berber 
tribesmen may presently manifest itself. 

In Tnz New York Times of Feb. 25 last, some 
account was given of the personality of Moulai Abd-el 
Aziz XIV. and his hobbies, such as bicycling, photog- 
raphy, cinematography, automobDiling, billlard-play- 
ing, and ballooning. Yet he has another, the culti- 
vation of which promises some day to have a promi- 
nent effect upon Moorish politics. This is the care he 
is displaying in educating his eldest son,.Si Ahmed-el 
ben Aziz, familiarly known as Prince Hassan. The 
Prince will be seven years old next July. He already 
speaks French and English, and, in spite of the fact 
that several attempts have been made on the part of 
the Berbers to kidnap him, he is allowed a wonder- 
ful amount of liberty for a Crown Prince, especially 
one so young. 

At Mogador, the other day, a group of tourists was 
assembled on the outskirts of the Custom House 
Square to see the recruits which had been gathered 
in the week before receive their first military in- 
struction. Presently there appeared at the head cf 
the tatterdemalion column a young lad mounted on a 
donkey followed by an ancient Arab in flowing 
white robes. The lad drew a miniature sword and 
began to give commands in English! These com- 
mands were interpreted by the officer in charge of 
the squad—“ By your right!” “ Left wheel!” “ Quick 
march! ” piped the infant’s voice. So the squad went 
on manoeuvring to the hilarity ofthe tourists. This 
reached a perfect explosion when the order came 
“Stand at ease!" and every man promptly dropped 
to the ground, crossed his legs, and lighted up the 
slender keef pipe. Later, the tourists learned that 
the lad was Prince Hassan giving his first lesson in 
tactics to the army which he will one day command. 

At the hotel in Mogador the tourists found the 
Prince ready and eager to invite familiarity, which 
took ‘the shape of numerous gifts of- London and 
Paris toys. Aside from the ancient Arab attendant, 
he seemed to be absolutely without a Court. One 
morning, the pair were missing and it was sald that 
they had gone back to Fez.

N spite of the assurances of the Italian Govern- 
ment that the decision at.

It is announced from: Rome:that Signor. Tittoni, 
who succeeds Signor Pansa,.as Ambassador to -the 
Court of St. James’s, is, on his.arrival.in London, at 
cnce to enter into negotiations with Sir Edward 
yrey, the new British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, on the subject of Italy’s claims to the North 
African State in question. It is further understood 
that these claims in general terms were laid before 
the British, French, German, and Austro-Hungarian 
Governments by Signor Tittonl himself before re- 
signing the post of Foreign Minister in the late Ital- 
ian Government, and that Germany and Austria did 
not give favorable answers, which possibly may be 
one reason why Italy dissociated herself from them 
at Algeciras. Signor Tittoni’s subsequent .appoint-

Criminal Court of Appeal 


YR many years an anomaly has existed in Eng- 
lish jurisprudence. There has been no Court 
of Criminal Appeal. If a condemned and sen- 
tenced man is ultimately proved innocent— 
although there is no machinery of law which 
enables him to produce this fact legally—he 

must be satisfied with a “free pardon” from the 
Home Secretary, which is literally an act of grace 
administered in the sovereign’s name, and with no 
attendant rehabilitation or restoration of individual 
civil rights. Such a “free pardon” was granted 
Adolf Beck eighteen: months ago, after he had been 
thrice convicted and twice imprisoned for a crime 
he did not commit. 

Appeal may be made in England from every judg- 
ment—civil, military, and admiralty—except crim- 
inal. Suppose a man is prosecuted both criminally 
and civilly. He is tried and convicted on the civil 
charge first. With the evidence accumulated, he is 
convicted on the criminal charge and sentenced. He 
appeals from the judgment of the civil court, is 
granted a new trial, and wins. But there is no ap- 
peal from the criminal condemnation which was 
brought about by the very evidence which caused 
him to win in the second civil trial. 

From time.to time there have been attempts on 
the part of the English bar and bench to remedy 
this anomaly of justice. Sir Fitzroy Kelly in 1834 
introduced a bill for this purpose in the House of 
Commons; in 1890, Sir Henry James introduced a 
similar bill. In each case British conservatism won— 
“Why have a Criminal Court of Appeal when we 
have a beneficent sovereign and a sympathetic Home 
Secretary?" The Lord Chancellor has now intro- 
duced a third bill which, it is believed, after taking 
due account of conservative restrictions and limita- 
tions, may ultimately become a law. He said on 
introducing the measure: “ A man may now be tried 
for his life and have no appeal, while for a question 
of £100, on interlocutory proceedings alone, the case 
might be carried to the House of Lords. Surely 
such a state of things is an absurdity.” 

The bill has quietly reached the committee stage, 
and now suddenly its debatable provisions are be- 
ing vehemently discussed by English Judges and 
lawyers—Ought there to be an unrestricted right of 
appeal upon questions of fact? Ought the Criminal 
Court of Appeal to have a discretionary power to 
order a new trial if the accused asks for it? Is the 
power of revising sentences proposed to be conferred 
on the new court calculated to give public satis- 
faction? &c. 
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Lengthy ‘fudicial criminal statistics are cited pro 
and con, in answering these questions. A majority 
are in favor of some restriction as to the right of 


appeal, and that such restriction may be found either 


in the fact that the Judge who presides at the trial 
is dissatisfied with the verdict, or that the Secre- 
tary of State considers that an appeal should be al- 
lowed. The proposed bill does not grant a new trial 
to the accused for the mere asking. Nor, so far as 
drafted, does it designate the auspices under 
which the accused may bring his case before. the 
Court of Appeal. And, as to public satisfaction, how, 
it is asked, can a court sitting in London know any- 
thing about the remote local conditions which may 
have played an important part in the conviction? 
As the bill in question now. stands, it constitutes 
a court which, if it can be reached by the accused, 
may review his: case and grant him a new trial. 
Moreover, only the convicted prisoner may appeal. 
The Crown cannot. In this respect, therefore, the 
defendant in°-a criminal case would have an advan- 
tage over the defendant in a civil case, where 
the plaintiff, whether represented by the Crown 
or not, may appeal and thus pile up Hability against 
the defendant. Still, conservatives, including even 
the legal editor of The London Times, caution Brit- 
ish lawmakers to proceed slowly with the matter 
lest the establishment of a strong Criminal Court of 
Appeal weaken the responsibilities of juries. “It 
would be unfortunate,’’ remarks The Times vriter, 
“if the sense of responsibility on the part of juries 
were weakened, as it might be if counsel for the 
prosecution could always in doubtful cases say to 
them with some force: “It matters not much if 
you make a mistake. In the court above it will be 


set right. 
This sentiment is re-echoed in various shades 


that the establishment of a Criminal Court of Appeal 
would mean such an increase of appeals.as would 
“choke the channels of justice; ” that the right of 
appeal “would destroy the finality of verdicts,” and 
that finally an innocent man should really be de- 
barred from proving his innocence simply because 
his action would incite a “sinful disturbance of the 


’” 


administration of law.” 
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Foreign lawyers will regret.the lack of publicity 
the measure has hitherto received. In keeping the 
bill practically a secret, until the committee stage, ifs 
advocates have, of course, managed to avold much 
futile discussion and to elude the pessimistic intoler- 
ance that the British. middle class has for all inno- 
vations. At the same time, this procedure has pre- 
vented broad-minded English lawyers from convinc- 
ing their old-fashioned colleagues that a Criminal 
Court of Appeal was something to be desired. As 
it is now, they join swords over the bill in committee, 
drawing their inspiration from the history of Eng- 
lish jurisprudence rather than from the present cry- 
ing- demands of a broad and liberal civilization.

During his adminis- 
tration the troubles between the mine owners and the 
miners in the Coeur d’Alene district became extreme- 
ly bitter, and finally culminated in a trainload of 
miners going to Wardner, where they dynamited the 
big mill of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan Mine. The 
immense structure, which had been built at a cost of 
$300,000, and which contained thousands of dollars’ 
worth of the finest machinery, was reduced to kin- 
dling wood. 

Serious rioting followed this example of the min-¢ 
ers’ desperation. Non-union men were terrorized, 
kidnapped, and driven from the camps. A number 
were killed or mysteriously disappeared. Conditions 
were soon bordering on open anarchy. 

At last the mine owners and property ho‘ders 
ealled on the Governor to send the militia to the dis- 
trict to preserve order.

They had absolutely no chance to communi- 
cate with their families or to take legal steps to pre- 
vent extradition. 
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Orchard’s ! ion is a truly remarkable docu- 
ment. If its revelations are confirmed at the trial 
it will make a unique addition to the world’s ltera- 
ture of crime. With startling minuteness the at- 
tempts made on the lives of ex-Gov. Peabody of Co!o- 
rado, Chief Justice Gabbert of the Colorado Supreme 
Court, Judge Goddard, D. H. Moffat, and other promi- 
nent men are detailed. Facts concerning the dyna- 
mating of the Independence (Col.) station, in which 
nineteen men were killed; the infernal machine in the 
shaft of the Vindicator Mine at Cripple Creek, killing 
two men; the assassination of Arthur Collins, man- 
ager of the Smuggler Union Mine at Telluride, and 
half a dozen others, whose bodies were cremated in 
a limekiln, are told with a careful attention to de- 
tails. 

The account of the efforts of years to kill ex-Gov. 
Steunenberg and the final accomplishment of that 
purpose reads like fiction. Orchard says repeated 
attempts were made to “ get’ the Governor by others 
whom he names in his confession. Steunenberg’s steps 
were dogged by would-be assassins every day of his 
life. All unknowingly he was constantly in = the 
shadow of death. Something always occurred to 
block the murderous plans until Orchard took a hand. 

Orchard, who was well known for his reckless 
daring and seeming lack of feeling, was finally as- 
signed to the task. It is understood that he was to 
receive $3,800 for the “job.” Orchard, who is an 
expert in the use of explosives and the manufacture 
of bombs, went to Caldwell and took up his residence 
there. He engaged a room at the Saratoga Hotel, 
from which he could watch the First National Bank, 
of which Steunenberg was President. For weeks he 
studied his prospective victim’s movements until he

He finally selected the latter weapon as the 
better. Christmas Eve he decided, with a fiendish 
desire to make the crime as horrible as possible, 
Steunenberg should be killed. He tells how he and 
Simpkins lay in wait for the Governor with sawed-off 
shotguns. Finally he came, but as luck would have 
it he was accompanied by his brother and his son. 
The assassins would not risk killing others 
abandoned their plans for the night. 

Orchard then changed his mind and decided that 
he would use a bomb. He constructed the infernal 
machine, which was to be worked by a wire pulling 
a cork from a bottle of sulphuric acid, spilling the 
liquid onto some sugar, which would ignite and set 
off a dynamite cap and thus explode the whole 
charge of dynamite. Orchard planted this bomb late 
one night under the sidewalk at the gate through 
which Gov. Steunenberg always passed in going to 
his house. He decided the killing should occur the 
night of Dec. 30. 

The bomb was tn position and the wires, under a 
fine covering of earth, were placed ready for attach- 
ment A few minutes before the Governor was due 
to arrive at his home Orchard passed by the house 
and was seen by the neighbors to apparently drop 
some papers, He stooped down to pick them up and 
hurriedly attached the wires from the bomb to the 
gate, and then walked rapidly off down the street, 

The infernal machine was ready, and the slightest 
opening of the gate would explode it. Had any one 
fone to the Steunenberg home at that time he would 
have met the fate that had been intended for the 
Governor. But Orchard had,studied the movements 
of the Steunenberg family. and their friends most 
carefully, and had laid his plans well. No one inter- 
fered with the execution of the plot, and, all uncon- 
scious of danger, the Governor walked to his doom. 

When he opened the gate the bomb exploded with 
all the force of a thirteen-inch gun. The whole 
fence, sidewalk, and front of the house were reduced 
to kindling wood. The Governor was, of course, in- 
stantly killed and his body horribly mangled. 


Orchard had finished the “ job.” 
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When the confession was received in Denver the 
detectives learned for the first time of the attempts 
that had been made on the lives of Chief Justice 
Gabbert and Judge Goddard. Orchard told how he 
had planted a bomb just outside the gate before 
Judge Goddard’s home, having buried it six inches 
beneath the surface of the earth, covered with a 
piece of sacking. The bomb was the same kind that 
was used in the Steunenberg killing, and when the 
wires were attached the slightest opening of the gate 
would explode it. 

Three efforts had been made to kill Judge God- 
dard, but all hid failed, and Orchard had been com- 
pelled to wait for a more favorable time. However, 
he said, the screweye would be found in the gate and

The next attempt made to kill, the Governor was 
at the Masonic Temple in Denver. Orchard says he 
and Simpkins got an automobile and a couple of well- 
dressed men to stand around the entrance and offer 
to take the Governor home after the meeting. Or- 
chard was to see that he never got there. 

Gov. Peabody has corroborated this story. He 
says as he was leaving the Capitol one afternoon a 
man walked along behind him and said sotto voce: 
‘Don't speak to me, but don’t. ride in any man’s 
automobile to-night.” 

The Governor thought the man was a crank of 
some sort and paid no attention to him, but when ap- 
proached that night by two affable strangers who 
offered to take him ‘home from the temple, a nervous 
chill went over him as he remembered the strang

warning. 

“I would have sworn the men had been up stairs 
with us,”’ the Governor said. ‘ They were putting on 
their gloves, and greeted me cordially, and I, of 
course, replied pleasantly.” 

“Ride you up, Governor; we’re going up your way,” 
said one of the men, but the Governor declined the 
invitation. 

There were many other attempts on Peabody's 
life, Orchard says, and he himse!f even went so far as 
to take up his residence at Caijion City, the Gover- 
nor’s home, in order to get a chance at him. Buta 
strange fetich of good luck seemed to follow. the 
Governor, and time after time, when Orchard thought 
he had his man, he escaped. 

Orchard declares that he knows nothing of the at-

Orchard says he was commissioned to kiil.D. H. 
Moffat, the millionaire railroad man, and made elab- 
orate plans for the assassination. 

“I found that Mr. Moffat always walked -down 
Seventeenth Street from the Denver Club to the 
bank,” Orchard says, “and that he had. a.peculiar 
habit of hugging the buildings as he walked along 
the street. So-I rented a room on the second floor 
of the Albert Hotel and got ready to pull off an ac- 
cident from there by dropping something that. would 
finish him. Just after I got my room and had things 
ready for him, he went to Europe and it was all off 
for the Summer. 

“The next thing I went after was Steunenberg, 
where Adams and Simpkins had been getting things 
ready for me.”

While a person cannot be convicted on the uncor- 
roborated evidence of an accomplice, the prosecution 
asserts that Orchard’s confession has been fully con- 
firmed, even to the most minute details, by that of 
Steve Adams. 

Adams, it is said, was the thug and. slugger. for 
the “Inner Circle” of the federation. When it came 
to deeds demanding brute force and little brainwork, 
Adams was called into service. He also-is in the 
Idaho Penitentiary, and it is said has made a. con- 
fession even more startling than that of. Orchard’s. 
Adams, the detectives assert, knows more about the 
secret workings of the ‘Inner Circle’ than 
Orchard. They say his testimony will furnish the 
larger sensation at the trial. The prosecution has 
been extremely chary of letting his confession be- 
come public, as he has implicated a number of men 
whom it is hoped to arrest. 

Adams's confession was secured in a peculiar way. 
He was arrested at Haines, Oregon, soon after Orch- 
ard's confession. A’ great hue and cry was raised 
over the capture of Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone,

As a. result of Orchard’s confession, Vincent St. 
John,’ formerly of Telluride, Col., was arrested at 
Burke, Idaho, where he was holding the Presidency 
of the Burke Miners’ Union under an assumed name. 
St. John is charged with the murder of Arthur W. 
Collins, manager of the Smuggler-Union Mine at Tel- 
luride. Collins was shot in the back through the 
window of his home as-he was sitting reading one 
evening with his family. St. John was indicted for 
this offense, but has only recently been apprehended. 
He is now in the jail at Telluride and will be tried 
soon for the murder. He is said to have had a hand 
in several other killings in the Telluride district dur- 
ing the miners’ strike. 

The defense of the federation leaders will’ be led 
by Charles 'S. Darrow, a Chicago criminal lawyer, 
and it is-understood‘that Bourke Cockran of New 
York has. also been retained.. Patterson, Richardson 
& Hawkins of Denver, John F. Nugent of Silver 
City, Idaho, and Fred’ Miller of Spokane, Washing- 
ton, are also employed by the defense. 

The prosecution is led by James H. Hawley of 
Boisé, Idaho, who has had a remarkably successfu 


record, and by W. E. Borah of. the same town, a 
brilliant young man, who is styled “the Bryan of 
Idaho.”’

These are the facts, but it is not the highest aim 
of science to ascertain facts, save as they help us to 
reach a theory or generalization, which, when suffl- 
ciently established, becomes a law. The discovery of 
isolated facts bears the same relation to science as 
the making of bricks to architeeture. The bricks are 
absolutely essential in constructing the building, but 
they are not the end or aim of the architect. In the 
light of the facts that have been ascertained about 
radio-activity certain generalizations have been 
reached. New light has been thrown on the nature 
of the atom, on the genesis of matter, and on other 
theories. 

Keeping in mind the pecullar properties of radium, 
especially its wonderful power of heat production, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the radio-active ele- 
ments are unstable. The atoms of these substances 
represent unstable systems which are continually un- 
dergoing rearrangement and decomposition. The 
question that would first arise is this: Are fhe 
changes that are going on in the radio-active elements 
fundamentally different from chemical reactions? 
New substances with properties different from the 
original substances are being formed. Energy in the 
form of heat is liberated, and these changes are 
characteristic of ordinary chemical transformations. 
If we study more closely the changes that are taking 
place in radio-active matter we shall find marked 
differences between them and chemical reactions. 

In the first place, the changes in radio-active mat- 
ter take place at a definite rate, which is entirely un- 
affected by conditions. This alone would show that 
the transformations in radio-active matter are funda- 
mentally different from chemical reactions. 

It is calculated that at least thousands of years 
would pass before radium diminished appreciably in 
bulk, but that radium is depreciating and undergoing 
decomposition is certain, and if it were not being pro- 
duced in some way all of the radium now in existence

Another marked difference between the transfor- 
mations that are taking place in radio-active matter 
and chemical! reactions is In the amount of energy 
set free. If we compare the amount of heat set free 
when the most vigorous chemical reactions take 
place with that liberated by salts of radium the 
former is utterly insignificant. We must, therefore, 
abandon any attempt to explain the transformation 
of the radio-active elements on the basis of chemical 
reaction.

It is only by the electron theory of J. J. Thomson 
that we can account rationally for many of the re- 
markable phenomena of radio-activity. It is the only 
theory that enables us to deal at all satisfactorily 
with the unstable atom. Formerly the elements were 
regarded as stable and unchanging. In the light of 
recent investigations with the radio-active elements 
there is evidence that all the elements are radio-active 
to some extent. If this should be proved to be due to 
the elements themselves, to be a property inherent in 
all matter, and not caused by the deposition of some 
form of radio-active matter, then we must regard 
matter in general as undergoing change. This change 
is slow, very slow, but is progressing continuously; 
the more complex, unstable forms breaking down into 
simpler forms of electrons, 

If it should be shown that all matter !{s slightly 
radio-active, as seems not improbable, then we should 
be forced to the conclusion of the general instability 
of the chemical elements, Our former concepfions of 
the nature of the chemical element must be funda- 
mentally modified. 

After a long and exhaustive study of the produc- 
tion of radium the general conclusion now accepted 
{s that uranium is the parent of radium, but radium 
is not formed directly from the former. One or more

intermediate products with a slow rate of change 
must be formed. These, on breaking down, yield 
radium directly or indirectly. 
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The greatest sensation in connection with the ef- 
fects of radium has been ereated by Burke, who as- 
serted that by the application of radium he could 
make the radiobe, which was actually a living organ- 
ism; in other words, that radium was the life-pro- 
ducer. Sir William Ramsay explains the apparent 
formation of cells by Burke in this way. He says: 
‘When radium bromide powder is sprinkled on the 
gelatine it naturally sinks a little below the surface. 
The emanation would act upon the water in the gela- 
tine and decompose it, liberating oxygen and hydro- 
gen. These bubbles of gas become surrounded by 
sacks, due to the coagulating action of the emanation 
on the albumen. They would thus appear like cells. 
The bubbles would at first be very small, probably of 
ultra-microscopic dimensions. They would gradually 
increase in size as more and more water was decom- 
posed and would thus appear to grow. The contents 
of the supposed ‘cell’ would be gaseous—a mixture 
of oxygen and hydrogen—and also some of the ema- 
nations.” So the quietus is put upon the theory of 
Burke that he has created a cell, or the beginning of 
organic life, through radium. 

Prof. Jones concludes that these investigations 
mark a new epoch in the development of the physical 
sciences, Facts have been brought to light which are 
of a character that are very different from anything 
hitherto known, The existence of extremely pene- 
trating forms of radiation, the instability of the 
chemical atom, the formation of one elementary sub- 
stance from another, the existence of a form of mate 
ter that can charge itself electrically, that can light 
itself, that can give out an amount of heat that js 
almost inconceivably great, are some of the facts to 
which we must now adapt ourselves.

Among the promtnent lecturers of the season just 
ended were Dr. S. A. Mitchell of Columbia University, 
who lectured on astronomy; Prof. BE. R. Van Nardroff 
of Erasmus High School, whose lectures on general 
physics and electricity have become widely known; 
Prof. Morris Loeb of New York University, who lect- 
ured on chemistry; Prof. Bradley Stoughton of Co- 
lumbia University, whose subject was fron and steel; 
Miss Anna Barrows of Teachers College, Columbia 
University, who lectured on foods and their prepara- 
tion; Prof. Adolphe Cohn of Columbia University, 
who lectured on the French Revolution, and Prof. 
William MacDonald of Brown University, who gave 
six lectures on the American Revolution. Others 
were Robert Erskine Bly of the League for Political 
Education, whose subject was citizenship; Dr. 
Walter E. Clark of the College of the City of New 
York, who lectured on money and banking; Prof. 
Louis Bevier, Jr., of Rutgers College, who lectured on 
the American poets, and Dr. F. H. Sykes of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, who lectured through- 
out the year on English literature. 

Dr. Leipziger was asked to show something of the 
practical working of the great system of which he is 
the head. He displayed a series of maps of the five 
boroughs of the city, suspended on the wall. in a 
position to be readily seen. Each map was thickly 
peppered over with small red wafers, each of which 
bore a number or initial letter. 

“Each wafer represents a lecture centre,” he said. 
‘You see they are scattered widely throughout the 
city, from such central localities as Forty-second 
Street, Manhattan, to the furthest corner of the 


Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens, and Richmond. The best 
routes for reaching the more remote centres are fully 
described {n our route book, which is issued once 
each year for the use of the lecturers. Even in spite 
of this the best lecturers sometimes go astray. The 
story is told of‘a well-meaning lecturer who started 
in good season for Coney Island, but who arrived, 
with tears in his eyes, nearly one hour late, But the 
audience was still waiting for him, having been en- 
tertained by the bright young Superintendent in 
charge of the centre, who, having served as a Captain 
in the Spanish war, proceeded to give an extempo- 
raneous lecture on the subject of his experiences.

“You see, Queens furnishes many outlying cen- 
tres, such as those at Flushing, Woodside, Elmhurst, 
Corona, College Point, Far Rockaway, Rockaway 
Beach, Jamaica, Richmond Hill, and Morris Park. 
To reach many of these a journey by railroad is 
often necessary. In Richmond there are centres at 
New Dofp, Stapleton, Tompkinsville, Mariner’s 
Harbor, Port Richmond, and Linoleumville. The 
centre in Brooklyn most difficult of access is that at 
Barren Island, The lecturer must leave Canarsie at 
5:30 P. M., and must remain on the island over night. 
In the Bronx there are also many distant centres, 
such as those at Wakefield and Unionport and at 
Throgg’s Neck. An interesting centre in the Bronx is 
that at the New York Catholic Protectory. In Man- 
hattan the centres are all easily accessible to lect- 
urers. Of peculiar interest, perhaps, is that on the 
schoolship St. Mary’s, at the foot of East Twenty- 
fourth Street, and that at the House of Refuge, on 
Randall's Island. 

“ The variety of buildings In which the lectures are 
held indicates the degree to which other organizations 
co-operate with the free lecture system. Take the 
centres in Manhattan, for example. First of all we 


have the centre at the American Museum of Natural 
History. Since its establishment, in 1895, its growth 
has been rapid, and it now has an average attendance 
Union, estab- 
lished in 1896, also has an average attendance of over 
1,000. Next should be mentioned the centres in the 
Wadleigh High School, the new De Witt Clinton High 
School, and the High School of Commerce. The cen- 
tres are all housed in new buildings, each of which ig 
provided with. an ample auditorium furnished with 
comfortable seats for adults, the lack of which ig 
severely felt in most of the school buildings of the 
older type which are used for lecture purposes, Ane 
other important centre is that in the hall of the 
fjoard of Education, on Fifty-ninth Street. Then 
there is the centre in the West Side Auditorium of 
the Young Men's Christian Association, on Fifty- 
seventh Street, and that in the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building on 125th Street. The cen- 
tres in halls provided by churches are numerous, as, 
for example, the well-known centre in St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Lyceum Hall, on Forty-second Street, Then 
there are the numerous centres in the halls of various 
charitable and educational organizations, such as the 
Educational Alliance, the University Settlement, and 
the West Side Neighborhood House.

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I was present at a country house party a few 
years ago in Kent when an American visitor arrived 
with her fourteen-year-old daughter. The hostess 
greeted the young visitor kindly, patted her on the 
head, and -told her she was so glad she had a little 
girl of her age so that she should not be lonely, 
whereupon she rang for a maid to.conduct the young 
person to the schoolroom and with {tnstructions to the 
governess to give her own young daughter a half 
holiday from her studies. The next day the American 
mother left without paying her intended week’s visit, 
because, as she frankly explained to an Anglicized 
countrywoman of her own, she could not allow her 
daughter to be separated from her at mealtime as 
though she were a servant. The child’s luncheon and 
dinner had been served with that of her little 
hostess, presided over by the governess, and at 9 
o’clock she had created a sensation by appearing in 
the drawing room when the ladies of the party were 
having their coffee. 

Now, I am quite sure that a prolonged visit at that 
country house would have done that American child 
a world of good—and the further removed from her 
doting mother the better. When the English young 
miss visits this country I would have her still under 
the care of her own countrywomen, but when the 
American miss goes to visit at an English home I 
would certainly remove the American influences and 
let her receive some of the wholesome discipline that 


oe 


will be good for her little soul. She needs much to 
learn the important fact of her own minuteness in 
the general scheme of things and the relative im- 
portance of other persons and other things. 

But the American schoolgirl’s faults are mostly 
those of her bringing up, not her own. She has some 
of the most charming traits. Once get her out of the 
notion that she must patronize you and she makes a 
delightful companion, especially for a long walk or a 
drive or a journey by trolley. If she is studying 
botany or zoology she is full of interest in field and 
flower and beast and insect. The textbooks which 
she studies in school are written down to her compre- 
hension, and her enthusiasms are all inspiring to her 
grown-up friends. In appearance she has less of 
awkwardness than her little English cousin, probably 
because in this country you have dressmakers and 
department shops which take into consideration the 
needs of the growing girl.

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One cannot help dwelling upon all the delightful 
possibilities of the American schoolgirl if only she 
might be taught to practice a little self-repression. 
Just as when she ts ubiquitous she can make of herself 
a most troublesome little creature, so under proper 
restraint does she veritably become the angel in the 
house. A few weeks ago I attended a ladies’ luncheon 
at a house where the hostess’s cook and housemaid 
had suddenly given up their situations three hours 
before the arrival of the expected guests in that 
quaint American fashion which your American laws 
seem to have no power to interfere with. I took it 
for granted that our hostess had provided us with a 
luncheon sent in by caterers, and when it was time 
for the removal of the first course I looked for the 
appearance of a white-acketed black man to per- 
form that task. But in reply to the clinking of a 
spoon against a cup there appeared the hostess’s lit- 
tle daughter of 13, wearing a white apron over her 
pretty frock. She bestowed a general smile upon the 
company, and then proceeded to wait on the 
table with all the grace and expertness of a trained 
English parlormaid. Only once during the meal did 
her mother find it necessary to excuse herself from 
the table, and then because a particular dish was to 
be brought in that was somewhat larger than the 
little maid herself. She paid not the slightest heed 
to the conversation at the tablé: Her demeanor was 
perfect, and her face was so sunny that she seemed 
to be a sort of sauce piquant for the various dishes 
served. 

Such a child, of course, must be an exception, even 
in this land of clever and resourceful children, but I 
fancy that in no other country in the world could an 
occurrence of this sort be noted. 

The average American schoolgirl is at once the 
most helpful or the most helpless specimen of human- 
ity. Brought up in a home where there are no ser- 
vants or where there is but one maid-of-all-work, she 
is usually a very charming little housewife, able to 
make her own bed neatly, keep her own clothes in re- 
pair, assist her mother in various ways, and look 
carefully after her own welfare. 

Reared in a home of luxury and with several ser- 
vants, she is quite the reverse of self-dependent, and 
one or two other members of the household will be 
kept busy picking up after her. She roams over the 
large house at will, leaving her arithmetic on the hall

So often she has little chance for con- 
versation with her playmates and chums where the 
ear of an elder cannot hear; especially is this the 
case in town, and especially does this make her love

Though the American schoolgirl is so continually 
thrown into contact with grown-up persons, she has 
not this disadvantage of the English girl’s existence, 
Very readily and very easily indeed does the Amert- 
can girl throw off the supervision of older eyes and 
ears. She has her school away from her home and 
her school friends, many of the latter not even being 
known to her mother. She goes to and from. school 
unattended with all the freedom of the little daugh- 
ter of a London artisan attending the board school. 
She comes: into contact with girls of her own age who 
belong to every social class, and she is quite as likely 
as not to have for her “ best friend” a little girl 
whose mother her own dainty mother would not 
dream of visiting. Truly your public schools are the 
nurseries of democracy, and no one could fancy a 
better educational environment for your future men 
and women. 

One often hears the subject of chaperonage for 
young ladies discussed when comparisons are made 
between the English girl and the American girl. I 
refer now not to the bread-and-butter misses of the 
two countries, but to those who have passed that 
stage. But one thing I have particularly noticed in 
regard to the chaperonage of the older sisters of fhe 
young American girl. However much they may es- 
cape the chaperonage of their mothers and aunts, 
they are seldom free from that of their young sisters. 

I should say that one of the chief responsibilities 
of your schoolgirl, as she understands it, is chaperon- 
ing her older sister. é

Let 
him save his Jeremiads when one play 
doesn’t get anywhere, and keep on 
writing them by the half dozen. Get a 
stock on hand. The moment you pro- 
duce one success you can unload whole 
trunkfuls with aplomb. After a dram- 
atist’s first hit people love to talk 
about the progress he is showing in 
his succeeding plays. Nine times out 
of ten these ‘succeeding plays’ 
sorrowfully tucked away one by one in

an indexed cabinet before the success- 
ful piece was even thought of. 

“Also, I believe, American play- 
wrights are getting all the encourage- 
ment they need or deserve. See how 
little material we have had from Eng- 
land this season. And if we had four 
times as much—what then? Some peo- 
ple seem to think it a terrible thing for 
Charles Frohman to go over to London 


and buy plays from Pinero. There !s 
a perfectly good answer for these pa- 
triotic folk: When they 
watches fixed, do they go to established 
jewelers or give them to traveling 
watch menders’ learning their trade 
trom house to house? 

“Successful books will go on being 
turned into successful plays—provided 
always they have rea! dramatic stuff in 
them. Dramatization of the novel or 
history is a perfectly legitimate task 
for the playwright. He is both artist 
and artisan. If he hasn't the story of 
his own in mind, what better can he do 
than to try his artisanship upon a story 
already made to his hand? 

“But he must remember that the 
standards of taste for novels and for 
plays are different. A situation that 
can be treated admirably in a story 
frequently slips down twenty 
toward vulgarity when you put 
the stage. Take ‘The Octopus,’ for ex- 
ample. The final picture of the book, 
in which the wicked wheat magnate 
standing on top of one of his grain ele- 
vators, misses his footing and is buried 
under tons of his own wheat, is i 
mensely effective in the book. 

“But put it on the stage, and in 
pite of all you can do for it, the same

What is it? How do you express it 
dramatically?’ 

“*Well,’ said the author, 
body knows it is one of those 
scribable qualities you can’t analyze.’ 

** Exactly,’ said I, ‘and if you can’ 
analyze it you can’t synthesize it, 
if you can’t synthesize it, you can’t act 
it. I don’t see how I am to project over 
the footlights a character who is doing 
all sorts of things charged up to an 
emotion that can’t be analyzed.’

The short trailing skirt was laid in 
loose plaits at the top and fell in full 
folds at the bottom, a.style suited to. the 
wearer's slight figure. A full tabller of 
the‘ old lace covering the front of the 
skirt and running up at the sides, a sort 
of oval in shape straightened at tho top 
to fit in under the silver girdle, was the 
only trimming, save a silver gauze rib- 
bon ‘decoration going around the bottom 
of the skirt.

The 
gown was princess, and had as a finish 
at the bottom a double box ruching of 
black chiffon and net.

F. S. Church Believes in Seeking the 

Purest Types of American Girl- 
hood—G!ad to Make Children 
Happy with Beasts and 
Birds, Nymphs and 

Spirits. 


OST beloved of all the New York 
artists by the artists and art 
students !s Frederick Stewart 
Church, N. A., a painter who 
has pursued the quiet tenor of 
an uneventful life without striv- 
ing to reach popularity of any 

sort, but has simply lived up to his obliga- 
tions with the utmost unselfishness, In 
his successive studios on Fifteenth and 
Forty-fourth Streets, and now in the Car- 
negie Hall, he has remained the same 
genial, courteous, and industrious crafts- 
man, watching younger men rise to great- 
er fame without a sign of jealousy or re- 
pining, content with such meed of praise 
and success he has earned during the past 
thirty years. 

When L’Art was appearing in Paris a 
French writer picked Frederick S. Church 
out as an example of an original Amer- 
ican painter entirely unaffected by old 
masters and modern professors, one who 
played upon a gentle pipe the most nalve 
of pastoral lays. On this writer, sur- 


felted by the.technica] reworks of. mod- 
ern French. painters, whith are cleverly 
painted but devoid of any cer- 
tain meaning, the ingenuous talent of 
Fredérick Chur exercised a peculiar 
charm.

‘My best public,” said Mr. Church, as 
he stuffed a fresh pipe, ‘‘ consists of wo- 
men and children and of men who havo 
not lost their capacity for simple enjoy- 
ments. Some of the artists object to my 
humorous pictures, on the ground that 
art is too sacred to permit of such trivial 
things. They may be right, but that is 
my way of art. I see things that way, 
and suppose I could not do as well if I 
tried to follow their advice.” 


Here Mr. Church brought out a repro- 
duction of ‘‘A Princess in a Fairy Tale,” 
owned by Mr. William J. McBride of St. 
Louis. With a white bird perched on her 
head the Princess leads a fawn by a rib- 
bon, and her train is carried by a proces- 
sion of beasts and birds, while a bullfrog 
on a Hlypad in the pond to the left. takes 
quite a human interest in the scene. ‘‘ The 
Morning Bath"’ is owned by Mr. W. K. 
Bixby of the same city, Here three Cupids 
ride and pull a polar bear toward the 
breakers, while a file of seagulls stand on 
the wet sand squawking with joy.

‘You have few rivals now in 
that tell a story.” 

“True. But it would be a mistake to 
suppose that I do not admire brililant 
brushwork. It is this way I paint f 
those who love fiction in every form 
English painters, Landseer and Briton 
Riviére, are just now, and especially over 
here, underrated, if not despised, by our 
artists. But I say that pictures which 
give so much pleasure and even in repro- 
duction afford so many people delight, are 
worth considering... I tell a story and be- 
lieve in making the story as attractive as 
possible. The beautiful young girl is nat 
urally loved by young and old. I strive to 
paint her as I see her. Even por 
traits—” 

‘So you are a portraitist, too?’ 

Mr. Church bowed. gravely. “Even I 
dare that far. As I was saying, even in 
portraits I. like to bring out the most 
beautiful, telling points, and also intro- 
duce objects that relate to the sitter and 
add color and interest. So in a portrait of 
a daughter of Mr. Grant B. Schley, no 
less than seven dogs are added—St. Ber- 
nard, Great Dane, Boston bull terriers, 
&c. I love to idealize, though I know well 
enough how easy it is to weaken a picture 
by oversweetness.” 

‘And all these beasts and birds, do you 
still study them from the life?” 

“Without laying claim to anything 
brilliant in technique, I can truly say that 
with the human as well as the beast fig- 
ures I take infinite pains. What I most 
labor to attain is beauty In the faces of 
my female figures. Here is the “‘ Fog 
Phantoms,” s0 much’ admired by Mr. 
Freer of Detroit. It was yoars before I 
could satisfy myself regarding that face,” 

The picture in question is one of the 
most beautiful and poetic this artist has 
made. It was reproduced in a splendid 
and now rare woodcut by F. 8. King. The 
white chargers of the fog are 
over the breakers inland. Weird forms 
toss their white draperies in front of the 
fairy steeds and muffled figures follow.

bits !n their laps look on and applaud. 
So you see that most of my humorous 
pictures rever get into the exhibitions.
